Police chief fired; 
will appeal action

Mayor Jerry Jones Friday fired Police 
Chief William Miller and named Gary Dey, 
22,409 West Fourth, director of the federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
program, as Miller’s interim successor. 
Jones notified Miller of his dismissal in 
person at 11 a.m. in the police chief s 
office. Miller, apparently anticipating the 
move, was accompanied by his attorney, 
Robert Wesner. In a written statement, 
Jones informed Miller he was being 
discharged 
“for inefficient service in 
supervising 
and 
providing 
necessary 
leadership to the members of the police 
department” and because of ‘‘the loss of 


confidence in your ability to function 
efficiently by the public.” 
Miller immediately filed an appeal with 
City Clerk Ralph Dedrick. Under state 
statutes, mayors in third-class cities have 
the authority to discharge the chief of 
police. Dismissed officers have the right of 
appeal to the Police Personnel Board. 
Jones’ action came four days after some 
2,000 persons, at Monday night’s City 
Council meeting 
at Convention Hall, 
witnessed the failure of two attempts by 
councilmen 
to 
dismiss 
Miller. 
Each 
attempt failed by a vote of 5 to 3 
Unlike the earlier action in the fall of 
1974 when Jones suspended Miller and only 
recommended his dismissal, Jones’ out­ 
right discharge of the chief cannot be acted

A four point petition is being circulated 
among Sedalia police officers calling for 
higher pay for policeman and for greater 
emphasis 
on 
“sufficient 
equipment, 
•manpower, training and discipline. ’ 
The petition, which was written by 
Officer Larry Findley, expresses “deep 
concern for the present (police) situation. 
It is our opinion that the people definitely 
deserve better police protection than they 
presently receive, and that they should be 
aware of the reasons that they do not get 


i t ” 
It adds “ ... you must pay a salary which 
is equal to that of other professions. There 
is little cause for wonder when a good man 
getting paid between $515 and $625 a 
month, leaves for a department where he 
can start at $700 to $800 or more.” 
The petition also calls for “intelligent, 
impartial 
findings” 
by 
the 
Police 
Personnel Board regarding suspensions or 
dismissals of officers. There was no 
elaboration of this point.

It says there is a need for more money to 
purchase equipment and provide adequate 
training. 
“ ... Without it, even an excess of 
manpower can’t perform the various 
functions that are required of a law 
enforcement agency,” the petition states. 
It also says that ” ... training and 
discipline are of the utmost importance in 
maintaining professional standards on a 
police department. You must have police 
officers who are intelligent, well informed 
and in good physical condition.” 
Although 
the 
police 
department 
purchased 
physical 
fitness 
equipment 
recently with federal assistance, exercise 
programs are strictly voluntary, one officer 
told The Democrat-Capital. He said there 
was no prescribed physical fitness program 
“whatsoever” for police officers. 
“A police officer must know the law, and 
must have knowledge of the techniques 
necessary 
to successful 
accident 
and 
criminal investigation ... It is ... important 
that all personnel be physically fit, neat, 
and clean at all times,” the petition states. 
“It is impossible to establish and 
maintain these standards ... without the 
total support of the mayor, the council and 
the Police Personnel Board. 
“We believe that you will find an almost 
total absence of this support ... and the 
inability of the department to keep good 
men (because of the low pay scale), are the 
primary reasons for the mess in which we 
now find ourselves. Until we have the 
support of the mayor, the council and the 
people, it is probable that even our best 
effort will fall short of the goals that we 
should 
all 
strive 
for,” 
the 
petition 
concludes. 


upon by the council. In October, 1974, 
following a four-month investigation, nine 
charges were levied against Miller. After a 
four-day hearing in which he defended his 
conduct in office against accusations made 
by various witnesses, Miller was retained 
in office by a 7-1 vote. 


In the current situation, the decision of 
the Police Personnel Board is final. 


A simple majority of the six-member 
board can either uphold Jones’ action or 
overturn it and reinstate Miller. The 
board’s hearing will be public. Board 
Chairman Jim Rice said Friday he had no 
comment regarding the date for a hearing.

Jones said he selected Dey for the 
temporary appointment “because I’ve 
been 
very 
impressed 
with 
Gary’s 
conscientiousness 
and 
educational 
background since he has been employed by 
the city.” Dey, who has a degree in 
criminal 
justice 
administration 
from 
Central 
Missouri 
State 
University, 
Warrensburg, has held his current position 
since the first of September. 


Dey served three months earlier this year 
as a deputy of Sheriff Emmett Fairfax and, 
prior to that, worked unofficially with the 
sheriff’s office in a CMSU student outreach 
educational project. He earlier this year 
rejected job offers with the Tennessee 
Highway Patrol and the Fairfax police 
department in suburban St. Louis. 
Dey, whose appointment is not subject to 
council approval, said he will hold a 
departmental meeting at 2 p.m. Friday to 
ease the leadership transition process. He 
stated he plans to introduce several new 
procedures, but declined to expand on 
these Friday morning. 
Dey’s former duties will be assumed by 
Economic Development Director John 
Hequembourg, J ones said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President’ 
Ford has agreed to a compromise tax cut 
bill, partly resolving a legislative im­ 
passe that threatens to boost the average 
workingman’s taxes on New Year’s day. 
members of Congress said today. 
Sen. William V. Roth, R-Del., an­ 
nounced on the Senate floor that Ford 
has agreed to the compromise measure, 
which would tie a nonbinding spending 
ceiling to a tax cut extension. 
Two other senators said Ford’s ap­ 
proval came as the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee voted 10-1 for the compromise. 
The bill was sent immediately to the 
Senate floor. 
The senators said the White House 
would not announce its formal approval 
in advance 
At the White House. Deputy Press 
Secretary William I. Greener said only 


that Ford is "quite encouraged” by the 
compromise proposal “because it covers 
what the President has been asking for.” 
He said Ford wants to see the final ver­ 
sion of the compromise. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie. D-Maine. 
chairman of the Budget Committee, 
said. “ There is some fuzziness of 


language and some doubts about it by 
some. But (there) ... is the essence of 
compromise. Both sides have to be able 
to claim a victory.” 
In the House, both Republican Leader 
John J. R hodes of A rizona and 
Democratic Leader Thomas P. O’Neill of 
Massachusetts said Ford favors the com­ 
promise.

Consumer 


prices 
up again 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sharply in­ 
creased auto insurance rates and higher 
mortgage costs were largely to blame 
for a seven-tenths of one per cent in­ 
crease in consumer prices last month, 
the same rise as in October, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
The size of last month’s increase in 
over-all prices, sparked by a surge in the 
cost of services, was a surprise to ad­ 
ministration economists who expected 
some moderation in the nation s infla­ 
tion rate. 
Food price increases moderated last 
month and gasoline prices declined, but 
these improvements were more than of­ 
fset by the biggest rise in the cost of 
services in more than a year 
Auto insurance rates rose 8.5 per cent 
in November and were reported 17 per 
cent higher than a year ago. Government 
experts said a major portion of the auto 
insurance increase was a big jump in 
rates for collision insurance. Mortgage 
rates rose 1.6 per cent in November. 
A report issued today on the new or­ 
ders and sales of durable goods by 
manufacturers also showed that the re­ 
covery from recession is slowing down. 
The Commerce Department said new 
orders declined 1.2 per cent in November 
on a seasonally adjusted basis. It said 
sales, also referred to as shipments, 
dropped 2.7 per cent. 
The Labor Department said that in­ 
creases in property taxes, natural gas, 
clothing, new cars, dairy products and 
fresh vegetables contributed to No­ 
vember’s increase in the Consumer 
Price Index. 


New trial must be held 
No verdict in murder

A hung jury was declared after 5*/2 hours 
of deliberations Thursday evening failed to 
yield a verdict in the first-degree murder 
trial 
of 
Carl 
Edward 
Hardin, 
21, 
Warrensburg. 
Circuit Judge Frank Meyer released the 
jury and declared a mistrial. No date for a 
new trial was set. 
Hardin is charged in connection with the 
April 1 stabbing death of Jesse Eldridge 
Howarter, 62, Warrensburg. 
The case was heard in Pettis County on a 
change of venue from Johnson County. 
Hardin remains in the county jail in lieu of 
$50,000 bond, pending a new trial. 
Hardin testified Thursday morning and 
the defense rested. The jury was given 
instructions and heard final arguments 
before beginning deliberations about 3:45 
p.m. Thursday. 
Judge Frank Meyer instructed the jury 
that it should either acquit Hardin or find 
him guilty of first-degree murder or first- 
degree murder in connection with a felony, 
both punishable by life imprisonment; 
second-degree murder, which carries a 
sentence of 10 years to life imprisonment, 
or manslaughter, which is punishable by 
two to 10 years in the state prison, six 
months to one year in the county jail, a 
$500 to $1,000 fine, or a combination of 
from $100 to $1,000 fine and three months 
to one year in the countv iail 
John Hicks, jury foreman, 119 South Ste­ 
wart, told The Democrat-Capital late 
Thursday night that the jury’s inability to 
reach a verdict centered around the 
testim ony 
of 
Leon 
Taylor, 
17, 
Warrensburg, charged along with Hardin in 
the stabbing death. 
Hicks said many votes were taken and 
that “it didn’t change over one vote this 
way or that way. Finally it became a 
stalemate." The last two or three votes 
taken remained unchanged with eight 


jurors voting “not guilty” and four favoring 
conviction, according to Hicks. 
Hardin and Taylor both gave testimony 
accusing 
each 
other 
of 
murdering 
Howarter in his Warrensburg apartment 


Hardin took the witness stand Thursday 
morning in his own defense, testifying 
Taylor broke into the laundromat adjoining 
Howarter’s apartment. Hardin said he ran 
from the scene after seeing Howarter 
inside the laundry because he didn t want 
to get involved in a break-in 


Hardin then claimed he doubled back to 
the opposite side of the apartment, opened 
a door, and saw Taylor stabbing and hitting 
Howarter before closing the door and 
waiting nearby for Taylor. He said Taylor 
emerged from the building carrying a tire 


iron, used by Taylor to break into the 
building, and a butcher knife. 
Hardin denied striking or stabbing 
Howarter.

testimony Thursday morning and two 
different statements he gave authorities 
investigating the murder were brought out 
in direct questioning by his defense 
attorney, Charles Fitzgerald, Warrensburg, 
and in cross-examination by Johnson 
County

Williams. 
Taylor testified for the state after plea 
bargaining with Williams, who offered to 
recommend a 20-year sentence for Taylor 
in exchange for a guilty plea to a reduced

Ford today vetoed a $45 billion ap­ 
propriation bill for the departments of

Welfare because it called for spending 
nearly $1 billion more than he sought and

add 8.000 people to federal

The 
bill, if approved, would add 
significantly “to the already burdensome 
federal deficits expected this year and 
next, but the individual increases 
themselves are unjustified, unnecessary 
and unw ise.” Ford said in a

message to the House 
The bill provides $39.5 billion for HEW 
and $4 4 billion for the Labor Depart- 
New Supreme Court justice takes oath 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vowing to 
treat rich and poor alike, John Paul 
Stevens was sworn in today to the 
Supreme Court seat held for more than 
36 years by Justice William O. Douglas. 
President Ford stood at the counsel ta­ 
ble and watched as the man he appointed 
to the high court took the judicial oath 
administered by Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger. 
Fifteen minutes earlier, in the privacy 
of the justices closed conference room, 
the 55-year-old jurist had sworn to uphold 
the Constitution. 
Stevens, a judge of the 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago since 1970. became the 


101st justice in Supreme Court history. 
Seated in a chair once used by the 19th 
century Chief Justice John Marshall, he 
listened as Michael Radk Jr.. clerk of the 
court, read a commissioned signed by 
the President. 
Then he stood and repeated after 
Burger: 
“I John Paul Stevens do solemnly 
swear that I will administer justice 
without respect to persons, and do equal 
rights to the poor and to the rich, and 
that I will faithfully and impartially dis­ 
charge and perform all the duties incom- 
bent on me as associate justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States accord­ 


ing to the best of my abilities and 
u n d e rs ta n d in g , a g re e a b ly to the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States. So help me God 
Stevens then was escorted to a seat at 
the left end of the bench, the spot re­ 
served for the junior justice. Douglas sat 
there when he was named to the court in 
1939. By the time he retired on Nov 12. 
he was in the senior justice’s spot at the 
right of the chief justice. 
Ford, making his first nomination to 
the high court, chose Stevens on Dec 1 
He was confirmed 98 to 0 by the Senate 
on Wednesday. 
Seated in a chair once used by the 19th 


century Chief Justice John Marshall, he 
listened as Michael Rodak Jr., clerk of 
the court, read a commission signed by 
the President 
On Thursday, the court announced the 
schedule of cases it will hear beginning 
Jan. 12. when Stevens will begin taking 
part in its regular sessions. 
Among the cases is one which will be 
watched closely by women's rights ad­ 
vocates. involving whether a private em ­ 
ployer may exclude pregnancy from dis­ 
ability insurance coverage 
Stevens said he believed in equal nghts 
for the sexes, but he said he would decide 
each case on its merits.

he said. 


A White House spokesman said the $45 
billion is $936 million over Ford s 
original request. 
“By itself, this bill would add $382 
million to this year’s deficit and would 
make i.ext year's deficit $372 million 
more than if my recommendations had 
been adopted. ” Ford said. 
If the bill became law. he said, it would 
increase permanent federal employment 
by 8.000 persons. 
“ I believe the overwhelming majority 
(of the Amen can people) agree with my 
view that there are already too many 
employes in the federal government. 
Ford stated.

Tithing takes on new twist 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion. Writer 
In ancient times, believers 
brought the first tenth of farm 
fruits and gAin and laid it on 
the altar to support the church. 
Later, they substituted coins 
and currency, then checks. 
Now< some are turning to 
automatic bank checkoffs. 
In a period of economic 
crunch, the electronic-transfer 
system is among various new 
wrinkles turning up to keep the 
religious enterprise going. 
In some cases, members are 
providing interest-free loans to 
stave off high-interest mort­ 


gages. At the same time, many 
churches are stepping up serv­ 
ices 
to 
financially 
hard-hit 
people, including helping the 
unemployed find jobs, and 
sometimes giving out cash. 
But this autumn, with many 
churches conducting their an­ 
nual every-member canvasses 
for pledges of financial support, 
the new bank checkoff system 
is 
among 
the 
major, in­ 
novations, with churches of 10 
denominations in five cities try­ 
ing it out for the first time. 
“ We re just getting it start­ 
ed," says the program's direc­ 
tor, the Rev. Dr. J. Allan 


Ranck, qf the National Council 
of Churches offices in New 
York. ‘‘But in the long run. it 
could revolutionize methods of 
church-giving." 


With many people now pay­ 
ing various obligations through 
automatic checkoff, such as in­ 
surance, utilities and mort­ 
gages, he said the system both 
can benefit the churchs and fit 
the habits and convenience of 
members. 


Under the plan, called “ First 
Fruits" in Biblical terminology, 
a contributor makes an annual 


commitment to the church, au­ 
thorizing 
it 
to 
draw 
that 
amount, through a data proc­ 
essing service, from the con­ 
tributor’s 
bank, 
either 
in 
monthly or „quarterly payments

Union authorizes 
workers to strike 


ST. LOUIS (A P) — Negotiators for two 
union locals representing more than 
1.600 employes of Laclede Gas Co. were 
given strike authorization Thursday 
night in a unanimous vote by union m em ­ 
bers. 


The margin in favor of authorizing the 
strike was 659 to 57. 


Robert Tibbs, business m anager for 
Local 5-6 of the Oil. Chemical and 
Atomic Workers, said negotiations would 
continue with Laclede for a reasonable 
time. 


Local 5-194 of the same parent union 
also has been working without a contract 
since July 31. 


Tibbs said the locals are seeking a set­ 
tlem ent conforming with general agree­ 
m ents in the industry, which he said 
averaged 9.1 per cent last year. 


The company has offered a 6 per cent 
increase for the first year and a 5 per 
cent hike the second year.

fugitive family were found in a chilly 
barn up the road. O vernight tem ­ 
peratures in the area had been around 
eight degrees above zero. 
Authorities said the Hatfield woman 
was in labor when she was found, but a 
spokesm an at Skaggs C om m unity 
Hospital at Branson said she was not. in 
labor. 
“The doctor examined her and said 
she’s not ready yet,” said Bud Rueter. 
the hospital adm inistrator. He said the 
doctor indicated she might be suffering 
from pneumonia and further tests were 
being conducted today. 
“They were all cold and starving from 
lack of food.” he said. “It made you cold 
just to look at them .” 
Janice’s stepbrother, Robert. 8, and 
her two children. Ingrid. 5, and Jam es 3, 
were taken to the hospital for examina­ 
tion. 
“They were cold, dirty and hungry,” 
Rueter said. “They had scratches and 
bruises, but they seemed to be minor. 
The kids are all cleaned up and fed and 
they’re doing pretty well.” 
As many as 40 law enforcement of­ 
ficers converged on the area after Mrs. 
Bruce E. McLaury grabbed a telephone, 
carried it into her bathroom on a long ex­ 
tension. locked both doors, and reported 
frantically that a shabby stranger was at 
her front door. 


Officers believe Hatfield was seeking 
help for his expectant daughter. 
“Stay where you are and don’t hang 
up.” Mrs. Bonnie Boutz, a police dis­ 
p atcher a t Branson, d irected M rs. 
McLaury. 
“ It w asn’t more than 10 or 11 minutes 
before the police lady told me the of­ 
ficers were at my door and she was talk­ 
ing with them on the radio.” Mrs. * 
McLaury’ said. 
Searchers rounded, up the fugitives in 
another 20 to 30 minutes. 
It st'arted last Friday night when an 
8-year-old boy flourished a shotgun as a 
man and young woman robbed a grocery 
store at Peel. Ark., of $350 to $400 and 
eight bags of groceries. 
An A rkansas state trooper chased a 
fleeing car across the state line into Mis­ 
souri. 
The car. stolen at Heber Springs, Ark., 
was found the next m orning near 
Kirbyville, Mo. Two bags of stolen 
groceries still were in it. police said. 
Hatfield had been a fugitive since Oct. 
10. when it was charged he assaulted a 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Marie 
Hatfield, at 
Williamsville. Mo., and took Janice’s lit­ 
tle boy and girl from her. Custody of the 
children had been granted Mrs. Hatfield 
by a court in Arkansas. 
Since Oct. 10. Hatfield had managed to 
keep his brood moving by hiding them in 
the hilly woods and in caves. Hatfield 
had w orked 15 y ears for a paper 
m anufacturer in the St. Louis area until 
last sum m er, but he grew up in the hill 
country and was an expert woodsman. 


The Hatfields were believed to have 
had a shotgun and at least three pistols 
w hen th e c a r w as d itc h e d n e a r 
Kirbyville. but Mrs. McLaury said the 
man at her door had no weapon tjiat she 
saw.

ment based on their ability to pay. 
Yates contended lack of personnel was 
probably responsible for some of the pro­ 
blems. But he admitted that “on a few 
occasions” he told the insurance clerk 
not to bill Medicaid for treatm ent of pre­ 
term inal or term inal patients. 
“This hospital does not keep such pa­ 
tients as a general rule.” he explained, 
saying they are better off with relatives 
and adding they are usually either in­ 
digent or medically indigent. 
“To deprive these patients of the re­ 
maining limited days of care left to them 
under M edicare when they are dying 
would be cruel and inhuman.’’ Yates con­ 
tended. 
Lehr also criticized control of narcotic 
drugs. He said of 162 issuances of such 
drugs checked, “we were unable to ac­ 
count for drugs for 59 of these is­ 
suances.” He emphasized, however, that 
his test does not mean drugs could have 
been misappropriated. 
Yates said narcotics stocks are count­ 
ed and reconciled quarterly. 


Charges are 
confronting 
businessman 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A St. Louis County 
businessman faces federal charges of 
conspiracy, wire fraud, bank fraud and 
perjury in connection with the attem pted 
acq u isitio n of the S teak N Shake 
restaurant chain and a Chicago firm. 


Edward A. White, 48, a principal of­ 
ficer of Com puter Micro-Data Corp. and 
Rodney Aviation Corp., was arrested 
Thursday after being indicted by a 
federal grand jury. 


Wealthy Swiss businessman Charles 
Stern and several of his associates were 
listed in the indictment as victims in the 
incident. 


The FBI said the arrest of White 
culminated a three-year investigation by 
the bureau and the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission into the acquisition 
of the Steak N Shake chain and Microma- 
tion Technology Corp. by White and a 
disbarred New York attorney. Ivan 
Ezrine. 


Ezrine is currently serving a federal 
prison term for several mail fraud and 
securities fraud convictions and was not 
named as a co-defendant in the White in­ 
dictment. 


However, the FBI said a separate 
criminal information had been filed in 
U.S. District Court charging Ezrine with 
a violation of the federal conspiracy 
statutes relating to the sam e incident in 
which White was indicted. 


Also named in the indictment were two 
business entities operated by White. 
They were White and Co. and White 
Capital Corp White and Co. has been un­ 
dergoing bankruptcy liquidation since 
early 1972. the FBI said, when the com­ 
pany and White were barred from the 
securities business by the SEC for 
fraudulent and deceptive practices. 


T he in d ic tm e n t a lle g e s S te rn 
forwarded $1.07 million to White and 
Erzine in late 1970 to assist in the acquisi­ 
tion of Steak N Shake and Micromation. 
However, it alleged White and Erzine 
used large portions of the money for 
other than its intended purpose.

Zywot had been cooperative 
Hyland said investigators still don't 
know if any crim e w as involved, 
although the investigation was prompted 
by bruises on Miss Quinlan’s body when 
she was taken to a hospital last April.

The Angola debate exemplifies 
the extent to which the United 
States has turned isolationist as a 
result of its Vietnam experience. 


Urst a bit of background. Since 
receiving its independence from 
Portugal earlier this year, Angola 
has been locked in a bitter civil 
war. But like most “civil wars’* 
today, this one enjoys a large 
measure of Communist influence 
and help. 


The pro-Moscow faction, the 
Popular 
Movement 
for 
the 
Liberation of Angola (MPLA), is 
fighting two other factions. These, 
which seem to have the better 
claim of steering Angola toward 
neutrality, have the backing of the 
United States and other Western 
nations. The Chinese are also in 
there somewhere, but mainly to 
block the Russians. 


Soviet aid to the MPLA has been 
massive. The prize to be won is also 
impressive: Russian influence, if 
not dominance, in a major East 
African 
nation rich in natural 
resources. There is also a potential 
Soviet naval port to be won on 
Angola's coast, where the Persian 
Gulf sea lanes are quite vulnerable. 


It has now been revealed that the 
LI. S. has funneled some $50 million 
in military aid to Angola in an 
attempt to block Soviet-backed

forces, which is only a fraction of 
what Moscow has spent. The battle 
could still go either way. The 
administration 
would 
like 
to 
continue to help — by military 
equipment and supplies only — to 
ward off a pro-Soviet takeover on 
the continent. 


A bi-partisan group of liberals in 
the Senate has reacted to this 
proposal with cries of indignation, 
and is attempting to block any 
U.S. 
aid for Angola. Such an 
“abuse 
of 
power 
must 
be 
unequivocally 
repudiated,” 
said 
Democrat 
Gaylor 
Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin. The cry of “another 
Vietnam’* is also being raised. 


Such action is not in our national 
interest, 
we 
are 
told. 
The 
Communists 
see it differently. 
Besides 
Russia’s 
major 
con­ 
tribution, Cuba has airlifted 3,000 
commandos to Angola to fight with 
the pro-Soviet forces. 


Instead of arms, we are told to 
exert “diplomatic” influence. But 
Russia will pay no more attention 
to this than it has in the past, which 
history abundantly proves. 


Where 
DOES 
our

interest” lie? And once we decide 
to draw the line, will we have 
enough national resolve left to 
enforce it? 


“All I want is for Congress to match spending 
with revenue!”

Merry-go-round 
Former Nixon ‘spy’ 


signs with Reagan

Throughout 
the 
Watergate 
uproar, 
Reagan went out of his way to defend the 
Nixon "spies” because, he contended, they 
were not "criminals at heart.” Now he has 
assigned a major role in his campaign to 
one of Nixon’s chief spies. 


For during the 1972 campaign, Rietz ran 
a junior Watergate operation. He formed a 
network of young spies and dirty tricksters 
who came to be called the "Kiddie Corps ' 


One of his undercover operatives, a 
George Washington University student, 
was paid $150 a week to infiltrate a peace 
vigil at the White House and set up the 
demonstrators for arrest on drug charges. 


Rietz also directed the colorful John 
“Fat Jack ” Buckley, who planted a spy in 
the headquarters of Sen. Ed Muskie, D-Me. 
For $1,000 a month, the spy slipped folders 
full of intra-office memos to Buckley, who 
photographed them with a 35-millimeter 
camera and delivered the film strips to 
Rietz. 


Like a couple of characters in a spy 
thriller. Rietz and Fat Jack would meet on 
street corners near the White House to 
transfer the clandestine negatives. This 
was how President Nixon kept tabs on the 
man who was then considered his most 
likely Democratic rival. 


Nixon’s right bower, H. R. Haldeman, 
was so pleased with the results that he 
b^an grooming the 32-year-old Rietz to be 
the next Republican national chairman. 
Rietz actually was preparing to take charge 
of 
the 
1974 Republican congressional 
campaign when his Watergate activities hit 
the headlines. He resigned under fire. 


Now Reagan has brought him back into 
politics. At age 34. Rietz is a shrewd 


political operator, who handles special 
events for the Reagan campaign and is also 
Reagan’s chief organizer in California. In 
fact, Rietz’ home is the temporary Reagan 
headquarters in the state. 


Rietz told us he has received "no heat" 
because of his Watergate connection. But 
the unsc*ented odor of Watergate lingers. 


Footnote: Reagan’s press adviser, the 
able, affable Lyn Nofziger, also has a slight 
Watergate aroma. In 1972, he slipped 
$10,000 erf Nixon’s ill-gotten campaign cash 
to a political promoter who used the money 
to hire members of the American Nazi 
Party to woo Geoi^e Wallace supporters 
into the Nixon camp.

What about King’s ‘Communist’ adviser? 


WASHINGTON — There is no evidence 
yet that Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi is 
serious about probing the FBI’s handling of 
the search for Dr. Martin Luther King’s 
killer. There is even less reason to believe 
that 
Levi 
may 
ultimately 
order 
an 
investigation 
into 
possible 
FBI 
involvement in King's assassination. 


But 
if 
the 
Justic-e 
Department 
merely 
planned a 
do-nothing 
stall until the public fur­ 
or wears down, recent 
public revelations about 
and by Stanley Levison. 
a former adviser of Dr. 
King, ought to make it 
clear that a thorough 
probe is required. 
Rowan 


Levison (and charges that he was a 
secret agent of the Soviet Union) became 


the key to the fate of King in 1963. That was 
when the FBI first told President John F. 
Kennedy that King's speeches and actions 
were influenced by Levison, whom the FBI 
called “a secret Communist. 


Levison. now 63 and reportedly in poor 
health, said publicly a few days ago that he 
"was never a member of the Communist 
party.” 


That is in total contradiction to what I 
personally was told by a high-ranking 
member of the FBI who handled internal 
security matters. He said that not only was 
Levison a secret Communist, but that he 
traveled to Mexico periodically to meet 
with a Soviet master spy 


When I asked for proof, this top-level 
FBI official replied, "We’ve been trying 
for months without success to get a 
photograph of King's 
adviser with this 
Russian in Mexico" 


Nonetheless, J. 
Edgar 
Hoover 
told 


Presidents Kennedy and Johnson the same 
thing about Levison. It was specifically this 
chaise, that Levison was a secret agent, 
which enabled Hoover to pressure Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy to approve 
wiretaps on King in 1963. 


Hoover's irresistible argument with the 
attorney general was that while King had 
promised President Kennedy he would 
break off contact with Levison. "he is now 
meeting him secretly.” 


Hoover 
later 
so alarmed 
President 
Johnson 
with 
reports 
of 
Levison s 
‘‘Communist influence” on Dr. King that 
Johnson asked me, the late Whitney M. 
Young Jr.. and probably other civil rights 
leaders to "talk to Dr. King' and warn him 
that 
he was 
hurting 
the civil rights 
movement by giving Hoover this kind of 
ammunition. 


Several of us did talk to Dr King, but he 
believed Levison rather than Hoover and 


said he had erred in ever promising 
President Kennedy that he would sever 
contact with Levison. 


My suspicions grow daily that the killing 
of Dr. King was ordered by Americans who 
were convinced by Hoover that King was 
- liarming the U. S. and helpit^ the Soviet 
Union. I personally expressed my fears to 
Dr King that he might become a taiget of 
drastic actions, especially when he made 
exceptionally strong statements about U. S. 
"crimes” in Vietnam. When he rejected 
the warning. I wrote a magazine article I 
hoped would shake him up to the realities. 


After his death. I was told the FBI was 
concentrating its investigation first on 
Mexico on the assumption that "the 
Communists determined that they needed 
to get rid of him.” This, it later became 
clear, was a smokescreen. 


So now we have the eerie — and

— 
allegations 
by 
Roy 
E 


Frankhouser, a former paid govemn^nt 
informer who operated inside the Ku Klux 
Klan and the American Nazi party, that the 
FBI tried to use the Klan to kill King in 
1966. 
Frankhouser 
makes the equally 
inflammatory and unproven charge that 
James Earl Ray was “ handpicked out of 
the FBI files " to kill King in 1968. 


Frankhouser's allegations deepen the 
suspicions of those of us who’ve always 
wondered about Ray’s mysterious escape 
from prison in Missouri; or. how he got the 
passport of a Royal Canadian Mounted 
Polic'e sergeant, with which he escaped to 
Europe; or who bankrolled him. Or why 
such an effort was made to imprison Ray 
without a trial. 


Many of the prinicipals in the King 
drama are dead But a few are still around. 
Some of them surely can tell us a lot that 
we need to know. Levi ought not to waste 
much time in asking them.

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Bowling Standings 


CHICAGO (AP) — Owner 
Charles O. Finley of the Oak­ 
land A’s says he intends to 
“vex Veeck and out-Veeck 
Veeck.” 
Finley began Thursday by 
hiring his 11th m anager for 
the A’s — Chuck Tanner, who 
only the day before had been 
axed gently as m anager of the 
Chicago White Sox by Bill 
Veeck. longtime baseball im­ 
presario and new owner of the 
team. 
Tanner had managed the 
Sox for the past five seasons, 
and with three years rem ain­ 
ing on his $60.000 per year con­ 
tract. it w asn’t coincidental 
that his contract with Finley 
also is for three years. 
“ I feel outstandingly exotic, 
or whatever the word is. ” said 
Tanner. “Both men (Finley 


and Veeck) are paying me but 
I’m working for Charlie. This 
is really something. ” 
Finley, who reportedly vot­ 
ed against Veeck s purchase 
of the White Sox at last week's 
winter baseball meetings re­ 
fused to disclose contract de­ 
tails. 
“ I won’t say how much I'm 
going to pay him. but if 1 give 
him $10.000 a year. Bill Veeck 
will have to pay him the other 
$50.000.” Finley said. 
Finlev made the announce­ 
ment by telephone from his 
27th floor apartm ent over­ 
looking Chicago’s Lake Mich­ 
igan shoreline. 
Veeck had invited Tanner to 
stay with the White Sox in any 
other caDacity after hinng 
Paul Richards on Wednesday 
to manage his team. 


Tanner. 44. succeeds Alvin 
Dark as m anager of the A s. 
Finley fired Dark at the end of 
last season after the West 
Division champions failed to 
reach the World Series for the 
first time in four years. 
Tanner took over after the 
1970 season, when the Sox had 
the worst record in baseball, 
and was named M anager of 
the Year in 1972. 
Tanner, who could have col­ 
lected his $60.000 sitting at 
home watching baseball on 
television, said he accepted 
Finley’s offer because. “ 1 
can't just sit around: I have to 
manage. I love it. The money 
doesn ’t mean a thing. ” 
Finley also is general man­ 
ager of the A s and has been 
known to spend as much time 
being involved in his club’s 


field operations as its office 
operations. Of the 10 previous 
m anagers Finley has had 
since purchasing the A s in 
1961. only Dick Williams has 
lasted three seasons. 
Tanner. when asked who 
would run the A’s. cheerily re­ 
plied: “Charlie Finley and 
Chuck Tanner. 


Tanner said he plans to take 
coaches A1 Monchak and Joe 
Lonnett to Oakland with him 
from Chicago.

“there is some prospect’’ of his becom­ 
ing a Republican candidate for vice pre­ 
sident. 
Richardson, who has been confirmed 
Jby the U.S. Senate as President Ford’s 
iiew secretary of commerce, said the 
withdrawal of Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller created an open field for the 
vice presidential position on the ticket. 
- He also kept open his option of going 
io r even higher office if circum stances 
nforce Ford out of the running. 
But the ambassador, who leaves his 
r\ post at the Court of St. Jam es’s in mid- 
Jhnuary. said in an exclusive interview 
With The Associated Press th a t: 
* —He is not returning to Washington to 
seek the vice-presidential nomination and 
: does not know even how he would react if 
-the question arose. 
—He has not pondered the possibility 
that President Ford might not be the 
Republican nominee. “I see no need real- 
' ’ \y to foreclose any course of action in a 
j -situation that has not arisen. ” he said.

Richardson said he intends to cam-

• new duties permit. But he ruled out any

Q: An opinion poll shows the President 
trailing Gov. Ronald Reagan. Taking this 
together with the possibility that the 
President may lose the February and 
March primaries, would you consider 
becoming a candidate for the White 
House if President Ford dropped out” 


A: The only response I can make to 
questions of what might happen if Presi­ 
dent Ford, for any reason, ceases to be a 
candidate is that I don’t exclude any 
possibility. I see no need really to 
foreclose any course of action in a situa­ 
tion that has not arisen. 


Richardson suggested one reason why 
Ford may be trailing Reagan is that the 
President has had tough problems to de­ 
al with. But he said opinion polls show 
only trends of the moment and he 
guessed the next survey would show a 
shift back toward the President.

¡Governor indicted; 
I s till wants office 


CHARLESTON. W.Va. (AP) — Gov. 
Arch A. Moore Jr. announced his can­ 
didacy for a third term Thursday, less 
than two hours after he and his former 
aide were indicted on charges of extort­ 
ing $25,000 from a savings and loan firm 
seeking a bank charter. 
A U.S. District Court grand jury re­ 
turned the single one-count indictment 
against Moore and William H. Loy, 43. 
now an attorney in Romney 
The indictment charges the two with 
conspiring between May 1. 1972. and 
M arch 1973 to obtain $25,000 from 
Theodore R. Price, who was president of 
Diversified Mountaineer Corp 
Moore. 52. told reporters that he will 
plead innocent at his arraignment Fri­ 
day. He accused U.S. Atty. John Field 
III. who led the investigation against 
him. of conducting “a vicious political 
vendetta ... to destroy me as a human be­ 
ing and hand-pick the next governor of 
the State of West Virginia.” 


He said: “ I’m not yielding one inch to 
this inquisitor or any other ambition- 
fired zealot. I’m going to fight, and I m 
going to ferret out and lay bare the 
abuses and excesses employed by this 
U.S. attorney’s office in subverting the 
grand jury process 
He said he had planned to announce his 
candidacy next Tuesday, but deoided to 
do so Thursday because he firmly be­ 
lieves “that the truth will prevail ” It is 
believed that Moore’s candidacy for a 
third term will be contested because of a 
s ta te c o n s titu tio n a l a m en d m e n t 
necessitating a state Supreme Court de­ 
cision. 
The grand jury named two other state 
officials as unindicted co-conspirators 
They are State Banking Commissioner 
George B. Jordan Jr. and Nolan Hamric. 
a banker who was serving on the State 
Building Commission. 
Moore. 52, a Republican, won re- 
election in 1972. 
Each defendant, if convicted, would 
face a maximum penalty of 20 years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine. 
Moore became the second sitting gov­ 
ernor to be indicted on federal corruption 
charges in the past month. Maryland 
Gov. Marvin Mandel. a Democrat, was 
indicted Nov. 24 on charges of conducting 
state business under a pattern of 
criminal conduct. 
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Higher taxes after Jan. 1st 
Veto upheld by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Thursday sustained President Ford’s 
veto of a tax cut-extension bill and last- 
m inute m aneuvering raised doubts 
Congress could act in time to stop a tax 
hike for the most Americans on Jan. 1. 
Democratic leaders said they would 
take no further action on legislation to 
extend 1975 tax cuts until Ford spelled 
out his proposals for the coming fiscal 
y ear’s federal budget. They also can­ 
celed Congress’ year-end holiday recess 
that had been scheduled to begin Friday. 
Ford said he was confident Congress 
would act “in the 13 days remaining in 
1975” to prevent the average worker's 
taxes from increasing $3 to $4 a week ' 
For a family of four, the death of the 
tax cut bill would force a man earning 
$15,000 a year and supporting a wife and 
child to pay an additional $4.73 a week in 
withholding or abour $250 more in yearly 
income taxes. Internal Revenue Service 


records show. Ford, who vetoed the bill 
because it did not impose a federal 
spending ceiling, was described as 
“pleased” by the 265 to 157 House tally 
that fell 17 votes short of the two-thirds 
necessary to override a presidential 
veto. 


The cancellation of the Christmas re­ 
cess by the Democrats apparently left 
the next move up to Ford. House Speaker 
Carl Albert said Congress will “be ready 
to act at any time the President submits 
us fhe information we think we need. ” 


Albert said Democrats rejected Ford's 
demand for a $395-billion federal spend­ 
ing ceiling because they did not “know 
what the $395 billion m eans.” 


The Senats Democratic caucus earlier in 
the day instructed Sens. Russell Long of 
Louisiana and Edmund S. Muskie of Maine 
to meet with their House counterparts to 
seek a compromise. 


However. Rep A1 Ullman. chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
was decidedly pessimistic about any 
chances for a compromise. “Taxes will 
go up in January,” the Oregon Democrat 
said. 
D e m o c ra tic le a d e rs la te r said 
Congress would take no further action on 
tax cut legislation until Ford spells out 
precisely what he wants in next year’s 
budget. 
House Speaker Carl Albert said 
Congress would not formally adjourn for 
the year as scheduled on Friday. Albert 
said the House and Senate would meet 
every' three days during the holiday re­ 
cess and await Ford’s recommendations 
for further action. 
Long, chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, at first said he wanted to 
take the vetoed bill and add some con­ 
ciliatory words involving spending to win 
approval. 


The Louisiana Democrat said the 
language simply would put Congress on 
record as being favorably inclined to 
consider a federal spending ceiling. It 
would not be an ironclad commitment 
because Congress’ new budget pro­ 
cedures will deal with the details next 
year, he said. 
Long expressed hope the gesture would 
please Ford and gain the President’s ap­ 
proval for continuing the tax cuts or. if 
there was another veto, turn enough 
votes around in the House to override a 
second veto. 
Such a maneuver would begin in the 
Senate. Long said, possibly by attaching 
such a carbon copy of the vetoed 
measure, plus the spending language, to 
some minor revenue measure already 
passed by the House. 
The Democratic committee chairmen 
later rejected th in favor of awaiting 
Ford’s budget recommendations.

Wheeler was being transported by am ­ 
bulance from King’s Daughter’s Hospital 
in Martinsburg. W.Va.. to Walter Reed 
Army Hospital outside of Washington 
when his condition worsened and he was 
taken to the nearby Frederick Hospital, 
a hospital spokesman said. 
Wheeler was chief of staff of the U.S. 
Army from Oct. 1. 1962, though July 3. 
1964. and for the next six years was 
chairm an of the joint chiefs, the nation’s 
highest military post He retired in 1970 


There was no immediate word on the 
cause of death or what Wheeler was be­ 
ing treated for in the M artinsburg 
hospital 


He held some of the highest U.S. 
military assignments through much of 
the Vietnam war under three presidents 
— John F Kennedy. Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Richard M Nixon. 


He was picked by Kennedy to be Army 
chief of staff in 1962 after having made a 
deep impression on Kennedy as a brief 
ing officer during the 1960 presidential 
election when Kennedy was the suc­ 
cessful Democratic candidate. 


He was highly regarded for his ability 
to resolve service differences when he 
headed the joint chiefs. 


Born Jan. 13. 1908 in Washington. D C . 
Wheeler was graduated from West Point 
in 1932 


His only combat service came in the 
last few months of World War II when he 
was chief of staff with the 63d Infantry 
Division during the final campaign in 
Germany. 


Stricken with a heart attack in Sep­ 
tem ber 1967. Wheeler remained on for 
three more years as chairm an of the JCS 
before retiring in 1970 Since then, he has 
spent most of his time on is farm in West 
Virginia. 


The first degree murder trial of Carl 
Edward Hardin, 21, Warrensburg, ended at 
9:15 p.m Thursday in a hung jury after five 
and one-half hours of deliberation failed to 
yield a verdict. 
Circuit Judge Frank Meyer released the 
jury, but did not give a date for a new trial. 
Hardin was charged in connection with 
the April 1 stabbing death of Jesse 
Eldridge Howarter, 62, Warrensburg. 
The case was heard' in Pettis County 
Circuit Court on a change of venue from 
Johnson County. 
Hardin will remain in the Pettis County 
jail awaiting a new trial. 


Hardin testified Thursday morning and 
the defense rested. The jury was given 
instructions and heard final arguments 
before beginning deliberations about 3:45 
p.m. Thursday. 


Judge Frank Meyer instructed the jury 
that it must either acquit Hardin or find 
him guilty of first-degree murder or first- 
degree murder in connection with a felony, 
both punishable by life imprisonment; 
second-degree murder, which carries a 
sentence of 10 years to life imprisonment, 
or manslaughter, which is punishable by 
two to 10 years in the state prison, six 
months to one year in the county jail, a 
$500 to $1,000 fine, or a combination of 


from $100 to $1,000 fine and three months 
to 1 year in the county jail. 


John Hicks, foreman, 119 South Stewart, 
told The Democrat-Capital late Thursday 
night that the jury’s inability to reach a 
verdict centered around the testimony of 
Leon Taylor, 17, Warrensburg, charged 
along with Hardin in the stabbing death. 
Hicks said many votes were taken and 
that “ it didn’t change not over one vote this 
way or that way. Finally it became a 
stalemate.” The last two or three votes 
taken remained unchanged with eight 
jurors voting “ not guilty" and four favoring 
conviction, according to Hicks 
Hardin and Taylor both gave testimony 
accusing 
each 
other 
of 
murdering 
Howarter in his Warrensburg apartment. 
Harding took the witness stand Thursday 
morning in his own defease, testifying 
Taylor broke into the laundromat adjoining 
Howarter’s apartment. Hardin said he ran 
from the scene after seeing Howarter 
inside the laundry because he didn't want 
to get involved in a break-in 
Hardin claimed he ran to the corner of 
the 
block 
opposite 
of 
Howarter s 
apartment, then doubled back and came up 
on the opposite side of the apartment. 
After opening the door on the west side 
of the apartment, Hardin claimed he saw 


Taylor stabbing and hitting Howarter and 
he closed the door and remained in a 
nearby alley until Taylor emerged from the 
apartment carrying a butcher knife, the 
alleged murder weapon, and a tire iron.

Several 
discrepancies 
in 
Hardin s 
testimony Thursday morning and two 
different statements he gave authorities 
investigating the murder were brought out 
in direct questioning by 
his defense

and in cross-examination by Johnson 
County 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Tom 
Williams. 
Hardin also claimed that Taylor disposed 
of the knife and tire tool at Hardin s home. 
Taylor 
earlier 
claimed 
that 
Hardin 
deposited the tire iron near the porch of his 
home and put the knife in the basement of 
a house next door 
Taylor, in his testimony Wednesday 
afternoon, said that he and Hardin both 
assaulted Howarter and that he (Taylor) 
ran from the vitim’s apartment after the 
assault began. 
Taylor testified for the state after plea 
bargaining with Williams, who offered to 
recommend a 20-year sentence for Taylor

Heroin supply in Sedalia 
has dried up, sources say

The heroin supply in Sedalia has virtually 
dried up as a result of recent publicity, 
informed sources have told The Democrat- 
Capital. 
The pusher referred to as “Dale in this 
newspaper’s four-part series on heroin in 
Sedalia left town about a week ago and is 
living in Kansas City 
With Dale’s departure the heroin supply 
has disappeared Sources in and around the 
local drug community indicate that heroin 
is virtually nonexistent in Sedalia at 
present 
“ You just can't get it.” said one source. 
“Now that (Dale) is gone,” stated 
another user, 
nobody is getting down 
(using heroin). 
$ 1 million for supplies 


“I think it’s a good thing,' said another 
ex-user, who provided information for The 
Democrat-Capital series. “Some people are 
pretty p— off, but (Dale) is gone and with 
him went Sedalia’s heroin problem 
Other sources are not so optimistic 
“I don t think you re going to stop it 
(heroin traffic),’’ said one person close to 
the drug culture. Another source explained 
that a ready market is still available for 
heroin traffic in Sedalia. 
Of necessity, the lifestyles of many 
addicts are beginning to change Their 
source for heroin is out of town and 
apparently afraid to return While rumors 
circulate that other people are considering 
attempts to sell heroin in Sedalia, the drug 
is not to be found at present and many 
users are beginning to come to grips with 
withdrawal 


Most sources speculate that better than 
half of Sedalia’s addicts are making efforts 
to end their dependence on heroin. A 
substantial number of users, however, are 
trying to buy heroin in Kansas City 
“I think methadone will be the next 
thing.” speculated one source close to 
several 
heroin 
users. Already several 
people 
close 
to 
Dale, 
including 
his 
girlfriend, 
have 
been 
admitted 
to 
methadone programs 
“The big users have either gone to 
Kansas City or are on methadone, from 
what I can tell," stated another source 
“Things look a lot better 
“Its good to see so many people take an 
interest,” 
said 
one 
former 
user 
of 
Monday’s City Council meeting, “but. it's 
too bad they didn't deal directly with the 
junkie.” 


Company gets federal loan 


The federal Economic Development 
Administration has approved a $1 million 
trade adjustment loan for Town & Country 
Shoes. 
John Lipscomb, St 
Louis, company 
president, said Thursday the money will he 
used 
to 
obtain 
supplies 
to increase 
merchandise output 
“We have a pretty fair order backlog. 
Lipscomb said. “This (loan) will enable us 
to keep up with the sales volume we’ve 
achieved." 
Terms for the loan stipulate the company 
must pay an annual interest rate of 10 ‘ i per 
cent, compared to the present prime rate 
of 71 i per cent. The loan is to be repaid in 
seven years 
: official of the Commerce Department 
said the loan cost was high 'because the 
company couldn't obtain a loan elsewhere. 
The* amount includes the cost to the U. S. 


Treasury of borrowing the funds, placing 
funds in a pool for any loan defaults and 
the administration of the loan 
Lipscomb confirmed that the firm had 
been turned down by banks. The Economic 
Development Administration, he said, is a 
“ lender of last resort.” Lipscomb said, 
however, that the company 
has two 
secured loans with Sedalia banks 
The plant was hurt by competition from 
imports and was certified for the assistance 
under the Trade Act of 1974 
A year ago the company was adversely- 
affected when the Borg-Warner Co. said it 
planned to discontinue the production of 
base components for high styrene rubber 
reinforcing compounds for heel bottoms 
Borg-Warner was the sole supplier of the 
petrochemical product 
Earlier this year the company operated

to 


minimize the number of layoffs created by 
declining business. The company's total 
work force, including sales personnel,

Lipscomb said, although he estimated the 
Sedalia plant’s personnel level is about 60 
per cent of what it w is a year and a half 
ago.

Lipscomb said The 
company has anticipated the loan will 
enable the firm to expand its work force by 
103 persons by 1978. if the desired sales

The Russians 
broke their word, watched us back out 
under a face-saving ploy. 


Item — Though we have time and again 
reaffirmed our alliance with Taiwan, the 
men in the Kremlin know Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger 
has 
in 
effect 
promised the Chinese that one of these 
days we will turn Taiwan over to the 
Peking government, wash our hands of the 
matter. 


Item — The U.S.SJR. has seen us 
formallv agree to recognize as absolute the 


Russian conquest ot 
Eastern Europe, 
gaining in return only a promise of certain 
individual freedoms, a promise the Soviet 
Union promptly ignored, most publicly in 
the person of Andrei D. Sakharov, the great 
Russian physicist, not allowing him even a 
trip to Oslo to receive the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 


As noted above, our answer to these 
Russian violations — in Angola, in SALT, 
in the case of Sakarov, has been to cave in, 
to promise further concessions in SALT 
and to offer more technical secrets. 


In the name of heaven where do we 
stand? 


It is not necessary to be belligerent. To 
be firm and to stand on what we believe 
does not require we call the Marines or 
move aircraft carriers. This might not, in 
any event, impress the Russians who have 
seen us regularly back down in the crunch.

Merry-go-round 
Pearson broke mold 
of capital reporter

WASHINGTON — It w asn't long ago that 
investigative reporters were the pariahs of 
W ashington 
journalism . 
The 
ruling 
institutions and their human instrumen­ 
talities were accustomed not only to having 
their way but to receiving only accolades 
from a press that, except in passing 
moments of upheaval, was generally docile 
and respectful. 


At the turn of the century, political 
reporters in the nation's capital were likely 
to be prestige-conscious peacocks who 
sported derbies, carried canes, practised 
affectations, wore grave airs and called 
t hemselves ‘ ‘ journalists.'' 


Should one of these learn accidentally 
that a high official was a dipsomaniac, an 
incontinent, a brawler, a bankrupt, an 
illiterate, an aberrant, a narcoleptic or a 
senile 
the correspondent would not 
design to report such distressing news for it 
would 
shock 
his 
peers, 
demean 
his 
professional 
dignity 
and 
breach 
the 
comfortable decorum of the gentlemen's 
club he fancied he shared membership in 
with the elect. 


My friend and mentor. Drew Pearson, 
who would have been 78 this month, 
pioneered the Watergate-style reporting 
tbit has become the fashion today. Day by 
day, he flailed away at the malefactors of 
the 
age 
— 
imperialists, 
militarists, 
monopolists, 
racists, 
religious 
bigots, 
p lu to crats, 
h y pocrites, 
crooks 
in 
government 
and 
the 
swindlers 
and 
exploiters of the poor. 


In his day, he was more than a menace to 
the Washington establishment; he was a 
shock, an affront, a betrayer who could be 
explained only in terms of a malignant 
perversion. To his targets, he took on the 
proportions of an inhuman monster and, by 
common acknowledgment, was feared and 
hated as no other reporter before or since. 
So often did secret conversations at high- 
level meetings appear ir, the Washington 
Merry-Go-Round that half of the Roosevelt 
and Trumarf cabinets w'ere fearful that the 
other half was leaking to Drew. Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull once opened a cabinet 
meeting by exlaiming; "Is this for the 


room or is it for Pearson? 
— a remark 
that was duly published in the column. 


The character of the attacks regularly 
made 
on Pearson reflected unnatural 
animosity. Mere "liar,” 
"cheat,” and 
"scoundrel” would not do. Applied to him, 
the lexicon of banalities routinely bestowed 
on detractors was instinctively seen as 
inadequate. Modifiers were sought by 
frustrated 
men 
anguished 
beyond 
endurance to describe a preternatural 
scourge, a vile and unfathomable evil they 
had sworn to destroy but, having despaired 
of doing so, must endure. 


Yet, damned though he so often was, no 
other reporter or publicist could claim a 
following as massive or as loyal as his. 
Some read him mainly for the titillation 
they derived from seeing the private foibles 
of the famous made public. 


But 
there 
were 
many 
others 
who 
genuinely admired him, who loved him for 
his championship of the helpless against 
the mighty, the duped against the dupers or 
who lived vicariously through him as he 
smote the great malefactors beyond their 
humble reach, or punctured the sacred 
balloons of the day. Whatever the reason, 
millions paid him the ultimate homage of 
reading, almost every day for decades, 
what he had to say. 


Yet 
the 
polecat 
in 
his 
lair 
was 
disarmingly hospitable. Sitting behind his 
paper-strewn desk in a maroon smoking 
jacket, or in the bathrobe he wore some 
days 
until 
noon, 
amid 
pictures 
and 
mementoes of his much-loved family, with 
a 
black cat named Cinders preening 
companionably in the out-box on his desk, 
he appeared not at all menacing. 


A kindly though preoccupied-with-the- 
world-peril 
expression 
suffused 
his 
features with an enigmatic quality. He had 
an 
impressive, 
high 
forehead 
under 
thinning light brown hair, and a general 
look of learned ness that made him seem 
too dignified and elegant for the rough-and- 
tumble milieu his reputation evoked. 


A certain wariness surfaced in his blue 
eyes from time to time but otherwise his 
soft 
voice, 
earnest 
mien 
and 
quiet 
manners, and the peaceful gentility of the 


atmosphere he worked and lived in, lulled 
the visitor into the comfortable feeling that 
he was paying a courtesy call on Mr. Chips. 


There was a disconcerting drollery about 
him. He would introduce a topic with an 
inward smile that made his eyes crinkle, as 
if the subject involved humorous allusions 
with which I must be aware but invariably 
wasn’t. His smile invited a like response, 
but 
he 
would 
not 
elaborate 
on 
its 
antecedent and so the spark of jollity would 
fail to ignite, and silence returned. 


When frustrated by staff frailties, he did 
not shout or pound his desk. His rebukes 
were nonetheless felt. They came in the 
form of an abrupt withdrawal of his 
benignity, a sudden remoteness in his tone 
of voice, so finely tuned as not to be 
detectable to outsiders who might be in the 
office. 


It is easy in retrospect to see why, among 
those who did not share Pearson’s goals or 
his Jeffersonian concept of the watchdog 
role of the press, he was despised and even 
regarded as a national menace. 


During 
wartime, 
when 
government 
secrecy is invested with the halo of national 
survival, Drew’s exposes of state secrets 
and military fiascos became particularly 
infuriating. Thus it was that, at the height 
of World War II, Gen. George Marshall, the 
organizer and director of American armies 
around the globe, refused to move against 
Pearson. 


"No,” said Marshall, "Pearson is my 
best inspector general.”

PARIS (AP) — The United States, 
Israel and 10 Western nations withdrew 
from a UNESCO meeting Thursday after 
Arab and Communist nations voted to in- 
jefct the United Nations General As­ 
sembly’s “Zionism equals racism” reso­ 
lution into proposed guidelines for mass 
media. 
The Israeli Foreign Ministry declared 
in Jerusalem that the U.N. Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization^ 
meeting had been transformed into “a 
tool for the spreading of racism and blind 
hate.” 
Following the United States and Israel 
out of the 86-nation meeting were Bri­ 
tain, France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Ireland, Australia and Canada. 
Smaller European and some Latin 
American nations stayed in the meeting 
but decided to keep a “low profile.” 
In a letter read into the conference re­ 
cord, chief U.S. delegate Ronald S. Stowe 
said the Arab-led vote Wednesday “sim­ 
ply imposes a debilitating handicap on 
those delegations which were trying to 
maintain the credibility and intellectual 
integrity” of the talks. 


Christmas peace brings 
memories of war years 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Vietnam War is over but the 
happiness and sadness is deeper at 
Christmas time for those Americans 
the fighting affected. This is a story 
about some of them as told by 
George Esper, who served as an As­ 
sociated Press correspondent in 
Saigon. 


“This is the third Christmas we’ll 
be together,” said Jerri Mechen- 
b ier. 
“ He w as gone sev en 
Christmases. I had to stop to count 
on my fingers.” 
Ed Mechenbier, 33, lives with his 
wife, Jerri, in farm country near 
Springfield, Ohio. He was an Air 
Force- pilot in 1967 when his F4 
Phantom fighter was shot down near 
Hanoi. He was a prisoner of war un­ 
til his release in 1973. 
“When he was gone at first,” re­ 
called Jerri, “I realized that not all 
people are happy at Christmas. 
Many people are troubled, sad, but 
it just doesn’t show on the outside. I 
was naive. I thought till then that ev­ 
eryone was happy all the time at 
Christmas. 
Mechenbier left the Air Force last 
June after more than 11 years and 
now works as a civilian at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base near 
Dayton, Ohio. He still flies with the 
Ohio Air National Guard. 
The Mechenbiers now have a 9- 
month-old daughter to share their 
Christmas. She is a Vietnamese or­ 
phan brought out of Saigon on the 
American babylift just before the 
fall of Vietnam last April. 


“I’m going to enjoy every minute 
of Christmas,” said Mrs. Mechen­ 
bier. 


Every Christmas, Anna Douglas 
visits the grave at Arlington National 
Cemetery. She washes clothes at a 
Canton, Ohio, nursing home for $2 an 
hour to earn enough money for the 
trip. 


“I work because I want to see my 
son,” she explained. 
Sobbing and in broken English, 
Mrs. Douglas, a 73-year-old Greek 
immigrant who lives in Canton, 
says, “Maybe the war stop but the 
war not stop in my heart. ” 


Her son, Tommy, returned from 
Vietnam in 1971 troubled by the de­ 
ath he had seen as an Army medic 
and haunted by personal problems. 
He died a year later of a brain 
hemorrhage, according to an 
autopsy report. The coroner listed 
his death from natural causes. His 
family says Tommy died a broken 
man. 
At age 35, leaving a widow and 
five children, Tommy was buried in 
•Arlington National Cemetery in 
Washington. He also left a legacy, a 
tape recorded letter he had sent his 
mother while serving in Vietnam at 
an Army evacuation hospital. 


“Mother, I’m in charge of six 
operating rooms here. We do sur­ 
gery on wounds. Mother, it’s a 
shock. It nauseates me beyond im­ 
agination. These are kids — honest 
to God —all kids.” 


Rebellion crushed 
on island nation. 
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JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (AP) 
— Troops and police have crushed a re­ 
volt in Mozambique where the Marxist 
government of President Samora 
Machel has mounted a purge against cor­ 
ruption and political dissidents. 
Radio Mozambique declared “a band 
of armed reactionaries in uniform” as 
responsible for the uprising Wednesday 
night in the Mozambican capital of 
Lourenco Marques. 
The radio broadcast, monitored in 
Johannesburg, said at least one of the re­ 
bels was killed, others were wounded and 
an unspecified number captured. The re­ 
bels were described as Africans. 
The Chinese exert major influence in 
Mozambique, which gained indepen­ 
dence from Portugal in June after cen­ 
turies of colonial rule. There is also a 
strong Soviet presence in Mozambique, 
as well as in Angola and Guinea-Bissau, 
two other former Portuguese African 
colonies. 
In addition to the Russians, Western 
powers and South Africa are involved in 
Angola in efforts to counter Soviet- 
backed forces there. 
Two white South African soldiers cap­ 
tured in Angola were put on display 
Thursday at a news conference in Lagos, 
Nigeria, where the premier of the Marx­ 
ist Popular Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola was on an official visit. The 
premier, Lopo de Nascmenta, said he 
welcomed help by friendly African na­ 
tions in his movement’s struggle for con­ 
trol of Angola. 
One resident of Lourenco Marques, in 
the Mozambique capital when the coup 
erupted, said concentrated shooting 
broke out “all over town” about 8:30 
Wednesday evening and continued for an 
hour followed by sporadic firing for 
several more hours. “It was incredible,” 
he said. The shooting was described as 
machine gun and automatic rifle fire. 
According to the resident, who asked 


not to be identified, the city’s power 
broke down briefly and the radio station 
went off the air. He said most of the 
shooting occurred in the African suburbs 
and near the radio station which is close 
to the city hall in downtown Lourenco 
Marques. 


Even before the Zionism issue, the 
Western states had been strongly op­ 
posed to much of the draft text on 
guidelines for the mass media in 
“strengthening peace and international 
understanding and in combating war 
propaganda, racism and apartheid.” 
One Western delegate said the declara­ 
tion likely to emerge Monday to go 
forward to the UNESCO general con­ 
ference next year “will now read some­ 
thing like the Communist manifesto.” 
The U.S. delegation reserved the right 
to comment on the final draft. 
Stowe, the assistant legal advisor for 
U.N. affairs at the State Department, 
said the dispute would “certainly be part 
of our continuing reappraisal of policy 
towards the United Nations system” and 
UNESCO. 
This started last year when the United 
States blocked its funding of UNESCO in 
protest against the exclusion of Israel 
from any UNESCO regional grouping. 
The United States provides over $40 
million or 20 per cent of UNESCO’s two- 
year budget, and the organization is now 
in financial trouble. 
The Arab view, as expressed by the 
Iraqi chief delegate, was that it was 
perfectly normal to include in a 
UNESCO document a reference to a re­ 
solution passed by the U.N. General As­ 
sembly, its parent body.
